ten charges made against the company 
and follows it with theiadmiBsions made 
unuor each charge. Mr Schwab admits 
under the first charge that the plates did 
not receive uniform treatment, explaining 
this by saying that the uniform results 
alone were required

If uniform results alone were meant, 


there would have been no necessity for 
requirements as to the process 


Ihc second charge that false reports of 


treatment of plates were systematically 
made, the committee holds, Is proven by 
the rough records of the company itself, 
and over seven hundred plates and lots 
of bolts which came into the hands of 
the navy department. In this Connection 
the records examined show that the 
figures were almost invariably changed
